A t the time I applied for 
ANA membership in 1971,

develop educational programs that 
excite the basic intelligence of youth 
and adults and their acquired knowl- 
edge.

I will attempt to find ways to underwrite 
programs that will enhance the hobby while building up 
funds to be used for the Association, its goals and objec- 
tives at times when the numismatic hobby suffers finan- 
cial reverses.

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The Glitter of Gold 


A bout a year ago, our local 
coin club presented members 
with Vio-ounce gold coins 
as attendance prizes. Afterward we 
would have been more than happy to 
buy those prizes back for what we 
paid for them. Why? Because gold 
had passed the $400-per-ounce mark. 

Will gold reach $875 per ounce, as it did in early 1980? 
And if it soars another $100, do you sell? After reach- 
ing that high, gold took a number of drastic dips in 1980, 
ranging from $455 to $730. In 1981 it ranged from 
$385 to $616; in 1982 it fell even more, ranging from $295 
to $500. 

Buying gold and other precious metals is a gambling 
game. Gold is not an investment. At best, it can be called a 
“speculative investment.” In my opinion, if gold is a part 
of an investment portfolio, it should be a very small part, 
certainly less than 5 percent of the total. 


The value of certificates of deposit 
(CDs) and Treasury notes and bills 
does not decline, but gold can and 
does. To outdo the return on a CD, 
gold has to make some large gains, 
and you have to know when to sell. 

Many things affect the price of pre- 
cious metals. A case in point is the 
Treasury bond scare just last year, when a Wall Street 
firm, Moody’s Investment Service, reduced the rating 
status of the United States government because of legis- 
lative budget disagreements and the good faith of avail- 
able funding. 

No doubt gold is popular, and it will always be in de- 
mand. The old adage “Buy low, sell high” is good advice, 
provided you know what constitutes low and high. 

I like gold and always have. Historically, kings and 
queens had gold, and I like to have my share.

Students Solve a Mystery 

The 29th Annual Summer Confer- 
ence course on 20th-century Chinese 
coinage taught by acknowledged au- 
thority George Fisher, was a chal- 
lenge from the beginning. On the 
first day, he gave us what appeared to 
be a Chinese knife coin, and told us 


to identify it by the last day of class. 
We were equal to the task. 

We had several theories: 1) It was 
used by General Tsao, famed for 
General Tsao’s Chicken in restau- 
rants throughout the world. The 
nine characters on the knife are the 
recipe for the chicken, including se- 
cret herbs and spices, and may have 
been pirated by the general’s second 
in command — one Colonel Sanders. 
The back of the knife is blank, but 
once may have offered the remedy 
for General Tsao’s chicken. 

2) The knife really was a straight 
razor used in a Shanghai barber 
shop. The characters could be inter- 
preted as “braise the chicken slowly 
over low heat” (relating to the first 
theory), but, with the addition of 
two dots to the left corner of the 
second character, it might be trans- 
lated “make sure the lather is soapy 
before slapping it on the customer’s 
face.” (Or, perhaps this is a Chin Dy- 
nasty piece, in which case the charac- 
ters mean “not by the hair of my 
chinny chin chin.”) Further study of 
this theory is needed. 

3) This actually is not a coin at all, 
but rather some type of ancient, 
Chinese shoe scraper. After all, it 
seems to be made of lowly brass, so 
it could easily have been used on 
lowly shoes. 
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And there’s one final theory: the 
coin is a fake. Do you really think 
George would have let us at one of 
the real pieces from his collection? 
And do you really believe any of 
these other theories?

Hubbard Provides Clarification 
of Mexican History and Coinage 

I read Harley W. Reno’s article en- 
titled “The Triad Model in Numis- 
matic Study” (June 1997, p. 620) 
and would like to correct some inac- 
curacies involving Mexican history 
and coinage: 

1) At no time between 1894 and 
1905 did the government of Porfirio 
Diaz issue a decree ordering the de- 
valuation of the peso. The diameter 
of the 8 reales and 1 peso struck in 
the same period did not vary from 
the 39mm norm. 

2) The article noted that the Lib- 
erty Cap peso was valued at US$2.06 
at the turn of the century. To the 
best of my knowledge, the peso 
never reached this high rate of ex- 
change; US$.48 is a closer figure. 

3) It is noted that “rapid inflation 


followed in 1907, when Diaz re- 
signed and Francisco Madero as- 
sumed control.” Diaz resigned on 
May 25, 1911; Madero became pres- 
ident on November 6, 1911. Like- 
wise, Venustiano Carranzo took over 
on August 20, 1914, not between 
1908 and 1913, as noted. 

4) The article states, “In 1935 
Mexico was led by Lazaro Cardenas, 
at which time the public was forced 
to exchange silver coins for paper 
money.” If this indeed were the 
case, why did the Mexican govern- 
ment issue 70,800,000 .425 silver 
50-centavo coins in 1935? Of these, 
60,000,850 were struck by three 
United States mints. 

A statement at the end of the arti- 
cle, “Sooner or later, lesser denomi- 
nations of coins disappear because 
their intrinsic value is greater than

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their face value,” can be illustrated 
by what happened to Mexico’s cop- 
per-nickel 10- and 20-centavo coins, 
hundreds of millions of which were 
struck between 1974 and 1980. At 
one time, I figured that intrinsic 
value was more than 10 times face 
value. A newspaper article later con- 
firmed this: A trailer truck carrying 
a load of these coins was detained 
and the cargo confiscated near the 
United States border because Mexi- 
can law prohibited the export of cur- 
rent coins.

Readers Offer Explanations for 
Behavior of T-Shirted Collector 

I found myself identifying some- 
what with the collector described in 
Don Bonser’s recent column in The 


Numismatist (July 1997, “A Case of 
Slab Avoidance,” p. 823). In the 20 
years I have been collecting, I have 
purchased only one encapsulated 
coin. It was an investment buy, and 
I sold it a short time later for a 
modest profit. 

I don’t know about other people, 
but I don’t like slabbed coins. First, 
it’s like buying new furniture and 
putting plastic slipcovers on it. You 
can’t touch it or feel the comfort of 
it, and forget about sitting on it! I 
want to hold the coin — and its his- 
tory — in my hand. People don’t like 
to remove a coin from its slab, per- 
haps for fear of violating some ob- 
scure law (like removing the tags 
on mattresses). 

Second is the history itself. A 
slabbed coin is like reading about the 
Battle of Gettysburg; a raw coin is 


like visiting the battlefield in person. 
True, you can better trust the grade 
of a slabbed coin, but where is the 
adventure, where is the mystery?

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Wrap it up in a slab, put a guaran- 
tor’s name and a numeric grade on 
it, and it becomes a commodity, a 
product of a 1990s laboratory rather 
than an 1830s artist. 

I understand why a buyer might 
want an expert opinion on an expen- 
sive item, as the T-shirted customer 
requested of the second dealer, who 
presented the coin to him in a toler- 
able form.

It would seem that Don Bonser’s 
customer subscribed to the mantra 
“All Slabs Are Bad.” Never mind 
that Don offered to crack the coin 
out or that he would not charge for 
the slab. Just the fact that the coin 
was in a slab at one time would have 


turned him off. 

The customer probably did not 
know how to look at a slabbed coin. 
If he had, he would have recognized 
it when the second dealer cracked it 
out of its encapsulation. Even after 
he saw the raw coin, he had to rely 
on a third-party expert to verify the 
grade. (He could have gotten that 
information off the slab and not 
bothered a professional grader.) 

When I go to a show, I have a 
general idea of what I want for the 
money I have to spend. If I like a 
coin at the price offered, I will buy 
it; if I don’t like the price, I won’t. 
When shopping for coins, trust your 
instincts; do some research on pric- 
ing, and look at a coin even if it is 
slabbed. You may be surprised.

A brilliant-uncirculated (BU) set of 
seven legal-tender coins signaling 
the return of Hong Kong to China 
is available to collectors from the 
British Royal Mint. Also offered are 
two commemorative philatelic- 
numismatic covers (PNGs). 

The BU coin set comprises a $10 
depicting a bridge, symbolizing a 
smooth transition; a $5 featuring the 
Chinese character shou surrounded 
by five bats, harbingers of the five 
blessings (long life, wealth, health, 
love of virtue, and achieving one’s 
destiny in life); a $2 portraying the 
Ho Ho brothers (born of different 
fathers and united after much dis- 
cord), symbolizing agreement and 
harmony; a $1 featuring the fabulous 
unicorn Ch’i Lin, a creature of good 
omen; a 50 cents carrying the ox, 
signifying new beginnings; a 20 cents 
bearing two butterfly kites with tails 
knotted together, representing joy 
and conjugal felicity; and a 10 cents 
showing a traditional Chinese junk 
on a calm sea with a following wind. 
The common obverse features the 
bauhinia flower. Legends, dates and 
denominations are given in both 
English and Chinese characters. 

One PNC commemorates the 
opening of the Lantau Link and 
completion of the highway network 
from Hong Kong to the new airport 
at Chek Lap Kok, combining the 
$10 coin with a Lantau Link postage

Native Land Honors 
Its Famous “Flying Finn” 

In recognition of the 100th anniver- 
sary of the birth of record-setting 
track athlete Paavo Nurmi, “the Fly- 
ing Finn,” the Mint of Finland has 
issued a sterling silver 100 markkaa 
commemorative coin. Nurmi estab- 
lished 31 world records, and won 12 
Olympic medals in the Games held 
from 1920 to 1928. 

One side of the striking, modern 
coin design shows a distance runner 
in mid stride, running past a three- 
quarter profile of Nurmi. The other 
side carries the date; the country’s 
name in Finnish and English (SUOMI/ 
FINLAND); and a man and woman 
performing calisthenics, a tribute to 
Nurmi’s role as an avid fitness booster 
after he retired from competition. 

The 1997 Nurmi centennial ster- 
ling silver 100 markkaa coin costs 
$44.75, plus $4.50 per order for in- 
sured shipping and handling.

Peace through 
Coinage 

A numismatic initiative 
for the Year 2000 

This year a bill will be intro- 
duced in Congress proposing 
that the United States strike a 
special commemorative coin 
promoting world peace in the 
next millennium. The movement 
already has considerable backing 
and, after the necessary formal- 
ities, could move along swiftly. 

No specific design has been 
discussed, but a silver dollar has 
been proposed. It would be the 
size of the old, IVz-inch dollar 
coin and contain 26.73g of 
90-percent silver. Although the 
coin would not circulate, it 
would be legal tender. 

An issue of 500,000 coins is 
anticipated. This seems to be the 
“magic number” for a complete 
sellout of popular issues in the 
commemorative series. It is 
likely that both proof and uncir- 
culated coins will be made at one 
or more mints. 

An unusual feature of the pro- 
posal is that no special surcharge 
would be attached to these coins 
other than a small profit going 
directly to the government. No 
agency or cause will share in the 
profit; thus the issue price will 
be as low as possible for a com- 
memorative coin offering in the 
primary market. Hopefully this 
will mark the beginning of a 
time when surcharges will be 
lowered or eliminated from all 
commemorative coins, and the 
issue prices returned to a more 
enticing level.

Internet Acquaints 
Collector with Rare Coin 

Hancock & Harwell, a rare coin in- 
vestment firm in Atlanta, recently 
announced the sale of a rare 1861-D 
$5 gold coin produced by the United 
States Mint in Dahlonega, Georgia.

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Untangling the 
Tale of the 
Midnight Minter 

Researchers have been led astray by the colorful story 
of Theodore Eckfeldt surreptitiously striking numis- 
matic rarities for sale to 19th-century collectors. 


^HEODORE Eckfeldt stands accused of using 
equipment belonging to the United States Mint to strike 
coins for sale to collectors. Among the rarities attributed 
to him is the unique “plain edge” 1804 dollar. For his 
alleged clandestine activities, he has been dubbed the 
“Midnight Minter.”

Since 1962, writers have based their conclusions with respect to the 
identity of the surreptitious minter on evidence presented by Eric P. 
Newman and Kenneth E. Bressett in their book The Fantastic 1804 Dol- 
lar. The authors were careful to differentiate between fact and specula- 
tion, but unfortunately, like many legends, the Eckfeldt story has been 
retold as fact. It is time to retire the story, for it has led a generation of 
researchers in the wrong direction. 


The Legend 

The Eckfeldt tale has been told many times using the basic ele- 
ments presented in Don Taxay’s U.S. Mint and Coinage'. 

There was at this time in the Mint a young man named Theodore Eckfeldt, 
son of the foreman of the engraving room, George Eckfeldt, and nephew of 
the principal assayer Jacob Eckfeldt. Theodore had first been hired as a 
youth, and served in the coining department under Franklin Peale. Accord- 
ing to McCulloh’s testimony, Peale confided that he had discharged the 
young man for stealing. Nevertheless, about a month after the incident 
Peale, together with the boy’s grandfather Adam Eckfeldt, wrote an affidavit 
testifying to Theodore’s honesty and worth, so that he could procure other

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work. A few years later, an additional workman was needed for the Mint, 
and among the applicants was Theodore Eckfeldt, now a married man and 
still armed with the affidavit of his grandfather and chief coiner Peale. On 
the strength of this reference, Theodore was rehired and became once more 
a regular employee. In fact, he was reassigned to Franklin Peale, who placed 
him on night watch, a post of trust and extra compensation. 

Sometime during 1858, Theodore’s fancy turned toward the 1804 dollar 
dies. Either on his own, or in connivance with other Mint employees, he 
stole the dies and struck off several pieces, peddling them around town for 




$75 each. 


The legend has three basic components: 1) Eckfeldt was fired for 
stealing, then rehired as a night watchman; 2) as a night watchman, Eck- 
feldt had access to Mint equipment and restruck 1804 dollars; and 
3) Eckfeldt sold the restrikes to collectors in the Philadelphia area. The 
evidence supporting these elements will be analyzed after a brief intro- 
duction to the Eckfeldt family and the coins attributed to the Mid- 
night Minter.

Did he have access to 
Mint machinery, and did he 
possess the skills to run it? 


The Eckfeldts— A Family in Service to the Mint 

The Eckfeldt family provided faithful service to the U.S. Mint for 
more than 133 consecutive years, thus sorting out the role of each mem- 
ber occasionally is confusing. The family traces its American roots to a 
German immigrant, John Jacob Eckfeldt (1733-1818). John Jacob had 
two sons, Adam (1769-1852, born to John Jacob and Marie Schnieder) 
and Michael (1779-1833, born to John Jacob and Elizabeth Kunckle). 
Adam served in various positions at the Mint from 1796 until his death. 

Two members of the third generation also worked for the Mint. Jacob 
Reese Eckfeldt (1803-72, son of Adam and Margaretta Bausch) served as 
assayer from 1832 until his death. George J. Eckfeldt (1805-64, son of 
Michael) was foreman of the coining room from 1830 until after 1860. 

Of the fourth generation, three members 
served the Mint. George’s son Theodore W. 
Eckfeldt (1837-93) was mentioned earlier; 
another son, John M. Eckfeldt (1831-74), was 
chief coiner at the San Francisco Mint from 
1854 to 1862. Jacob Reese’s son Frederick 
(1839-?) was a Mint employee after 1856. 


The Midnight Minter’s Works 

Numismatic researcher Walter Breen 
stated in his 1983 reference on half cents that 
Theodore Eckfeldt, along with unnamed ac- 
complices, took dies out of the locked vaults 
and restruck several of these issues, including 
those dated from 1840 to 1848. In his Com- 
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. . . NO COINS HAVE been found struck from pairs of 
clashed dies. . . .

plete Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial Coins ^ Breen credits Theodore with 
restriking the rare 1827 quarter. 

An unprecedented group of dies for 1857 coinage is found clashed 
with dies of other denominations. Curiously, no coins have been found 
struck from pairs of clashed dies; they are known only from one clashed 
die mated with a good die of the same denomination. Examples of dual- 
denomination clashes include Flying Eagle cent obverses that were com- 
bined with a Seated Liberty half dollar obverse, as well as with a Coronet 
$20 obverse; and Flying Eagle cent reverses clashed with both a Seated 
Liberty quarter dollar obverse and a Seated Liberty quarter reverse. 
Such die clashes could not occur during normal operations. Having no 
other logical explanation, researchers have suggested that somehow 
Theodore Eckfeldt managed to clash the dies while striking coins that 
don’t exist. 

Fired for Stealing? 

The McCulloh mentioned by Taxay was Richard Sears McCul- 
loh, who published testimony critical of Franklin Peale. His version 
of the story includes many of the same elements, but with a few, criti- 
cal differences: 

I will narrate an incident which took place while I was an officer of the 
Mint. The services of an additional workman were needed in the melting 
department, and I had been authorized by the Director to nominate to him 
a suitable person. Among the applicants for the position there was a young 
married man, whose grandfather had been, and whose father and uncle, 
each then was a highly esteemed workman of the Mint; and he had himself 
been employed, while a boy, in the coining department, under Mr. Peale. 

Of this young man I thought favorably; and among the testimonials which 
he brought to me, there was one written some years previously by Mr. 
Peale, signed by him and the late Adam Eckfeldt, and which certified to his 
honesty and worth of the young man. His father informed me that it had 
been given to aid him in procuring a situation in a store, about a month af- 
ter he had been discharged from the Mint by Mr. Peale; and that this dis- 
charge of his son had not been occasioned by any improper behavior, but 
took place in consequence of a determination of the coiner not to have boys 
in the Mint. 

I therefore went to Mr. Peale and inquired of him what he knew of the 
young man. He replied that he could tell me in a very few words, that he did 
not wish much said about it, but that he had discharged him for stealing. My

Cracks and 
Breaks in Dies, 
Collars and Hubs 

Some collectors of United States coins are drawn to 
errors that display cracks or breaks, in part because 
of their dramatic appearance and relative scarcity.

^ j / breaks down. Metal coinage hubs, dies and collars 
are no exception. During the process of making dies 
y Y and striking coins, the metal in the hub, die and 

collar flows to the areas of least resistance, and cracks often form at the 
points of greatest stress. These stress points vary, depending on the 
coin design, but usually occur between the central design element and 
the rim. 

(For those new to the hobby, a “hub” is a cylindrical piece of steel with 
a raised obverse or reverse design of a coin on one end. It is used to pro- 
duce a recessed, or incuse, mirror image of the design on a “die,” which, 
in turn, is impressed on a planchet to create a coin. A “collar” is 
a metal ring that retains the planchet during striking.) 

A crack on a hub produces the same effect on the resultant 
coins — it transfers to the dies as a raised line, which becomes an 
incuse line on the coin. Having just the opposite effect is a die 
crack, which transfers to a coin as a raised line. 

As production continues, a crack lengthens and widens until even- 
tually a piece of metal breaks away. Small breaks generally are 
called “chips,” while the term “break” is reserved for larger pieces.

Head-to-rim die crack: Found primarily 
on Lincoln cents, the crack creates what 
often is referred to as a “Spiked Head.” 
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Die cracks are extremely common. As such, only 
those coins that display strong, long or otherwise prom- 
inent cracks command a premium. 



Rim-to-rim die crack: As a crack grows, it can extend from one portion of 
the rim to another. 


Die Crack Varieties 

As MENTIONED, DIE cracks show up on coins as raised, irregular lines, 
usually found at stress points. They may appear in the design or in the 
fields, usually extending from the design into the field and often to the rim. 

Die cracks are extremely common. As such, only those coins that dis- 
play strong, long or otherwise prominent cracks command a premium. 

Head-to-rim die crack: This type of die crack can be found in most 
denominations, although it predominates in the Lincoln cent series. Lit- 
erally hundreds of “Spiked Heads” have been cataloged. This variety was 
actively collected in the 1960s and 1970s, but waned with the increased 
interest in doubled dies and repunched mintmarks in the 1980s. 

Rim-to-rim die crack: In this case, the die crack connects two 
points on the rim. These points may be at opposite edges of the die or 
close together. 

Split die: A sub-category of the rim-to-rim die crack, this anomaly ap- 
pears as a thick, raised line across the face of the coin, usually displacing 
the design. 

Collar Crack Varieties 

The collar sometimes is referred to as the “third die.” It, too, re- 
ceives a certain amount of stress during the striking process and has been 
known to crack under the pressure. Coins struck within a cracked collar 
exhibit a raised line on the edge. 



Split die: As a rim-to-rim die 
crack deepens and widens, it 
creates a thick, raised line 
across the entire face of the 
coin, frequently displacing 
the design. 
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Die chips and breaks are common, especially on Lin- 
coln cents, no doubt because of the sheer number of 
coins produced. 




Die chip and die break: Often 
found in recessed areas of 
certain letters or numbers, a 
die chip (top) appears as a 
small, irregular blob of metal 
on the coin’s face. A die 
break (bottom) produces a 
noticeably larger blob. 


Hub Crack Varieties 

Just like dies, hubs can crack when overused or 
improperly annealed (softened by heating). Coins 
struck from dies made from cracked hubs show a 
shallow, roimded, incuse line across the face. How- 
ever, it should be noted that no hub cracks are 
known on United States coinage. 

Die Break Errors 

Die chips and breaks are common, especially on 
Lincoln cents, no doubt because of the sheer num- 
ber of coins produced. Several pamphlets and at 
least one major book, Jean Cohen’s Classification 
and Value of Errors on the Lincoln Cent, are devoted 
to these Lincoln cent varieties. 

Die chip: A die chip appears as a small, irregular 
blob of metal on the face of the coin, usually at a 
stress point in the design. Chips most often are evi- 
dent in the recesses of letters or numbers. On the 
die, these recessed areas are raised — and vulnerable. 
It does not take much stress before these areas start 
to break off. 

Die break: On the face of a coin, a die break ap- 
pears as a large, irregular blob of metal, most often 
in the field between the design and the rim, a com- 
mon stress point. A break occurs when multiple 
cracks meet (as in a circle) or extend to the rim. 


The metal within the borders of the cracks begins to break away from 
the die. In some cases, the broken piece may not fall away, remaining 
loose but in place during striking. Coins produced from such dies will 
show a depression where the chip or break has occurred. 

“BIE” die break: In this instance, a die break occurred between the B 
and E of LIBERTY on the Lincoln cent, creating what appears to be an 
additional letter I. (Technically, only a break between these two letters 
qualifies as a “BIE”; however, the term has come to apply to a die break 
between any of the letters of LIBERTY.) 

“Bar” die break: This type of break affects Jefferson nickels (primar- 
ily the 1960-D and 1961-D) and manifests itself as a bar across the top 
of the letters of LIBERTY and the digits of the date. A number of exam- 
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die break: The word LIBERTY on this Lincoln cent looks as if it has an 
extra letter I between the B and E. 

pies exist with just a single bar, but as many as seven bars on a single 
coin have been reported. 

Rim die break: This error is characterized by a blob of metal on the 
rim of the coin. (By definition, the rim does not include the field or den- 
ticles. Should the break extend into these areas, causing a piece to fall 
away from the die, it is classified as a major die break, or “cud.”) Rim die 
breaks are fairly common and rarely command a premium. 

Retained broken die: A sub-category of the previously mentioned 
split die, this error occurs when the die breaks along a split, but is held 
in place either because it is not fully separated or because it is part of the 
anvil, or bottom, die. The anvil die (for Lincoln cents this is the reverse 
die) is surrounded by the collar, which acts as a retaining wall for the 
broken die. On coins produced from such dies, the broken portion looks 
like a plateau. (Coins that have raised areas extending to the rim com- 
monly are called “retained cuds.”) 

Major die break; As noted above, when a piece of a split die breaks 
completely and falls away, the resulting error commonly is called a 
“cud.” Because of the lack of die pressure in this area, the planchet metal 
flows into the void, yielding a weakened image on the opposite side of 
the coin. Cuds most often are found on Lincoln cents, but are known 
on other denominations as well (although they are rare on dollars and 
half dollars). Generally, the larger the die break, the higher the premium 
commanded for the coin. 

Retained broken center: Once in a great while, a malfunction in the 
annealing process causes the face of a die to harden and become brittle, 
while the shank retains its softness. Under the stress of striking coins, 
the die face begins to sink into the softer shank, eventually separating 
the center from the rim portion. This error is extremely rare. 

Laminated die: Layers of die metal have been known to split and peel 
up (laminate) during coin production, allowing planchet metal to flow 
underneath. Coins struck from a laminated die show a die crack with a 
corresponding depression where the laminated die was forced up against 
the planchet. Examples are extremely rare. 



Rim die break: A raised area 
of metal along the edge of 
a coin is indicative of a rim 
die break. 



Retained broken die: Coins 
struck by a die from which a 
piece has broken but not 
fallen away display a flat, 
raised area. 
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Major die break: When a 
piece of a split die completely 
falls away, it results in an er- 
ror commonly called a “cud.” 


Hub break: Coins struck 
from dies produced by 
broken hubs are character- 
ized by missing portions of 
their design or an incuse area 
in the field. 


A BREAK IN a hub affects many working dies and the 
coins they produce. Such coins generally are missing a 
portion of their design , , . 


Chipped chrome plating: Dies for United States proof coinage are 
plated with a thin layer of chrome. This produces a smoother, shinier 
coin and increases die life. A chip in the plating on the die shows up as a 
low, raised area on the coin. 

Hub Break Errors 

A BREAK IN a hub affects many working dies and the coins they pro- 
duce. Such coins generally are missing a portion of their design, or they 
may exhibit an incuse area in the field. 

An example is the 1936 Lincoln cent. The left leg of the R in LIBERTY 
on the hub was chipped, an error that was transferred to the working dies. 
Cents struck from those dies show only a partial R in the legend. 

Collar Break Errors 

Though the collar is lined with tungsten steel, like a die, it can 
chip, break and split. 

Collar break: A coin struck in a broken collar shows raised areas of 
metal on its edge. It is not perfectly round. 

Split collar; Sometimes a collar splits, producing less-than-round 
coins with two raised areas of metal — one at each end of the split. Both 
collar breaks and split collars are collected as “collar cuds.” 
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Collar break: Raised areas of 
metal along a coin’s edge are 
indicative of a broken collar. 


Broken letter or digit: The incuse lettering on the edges of some 
coins is imparted by a collar die. The letters and digits on the die are 
raised and thus susceptible to damage. If one of these elements chips or 
breaks, all coins struck with that damaged collar die will exhibit broken 
or missing letters or digits. 

The use of a broken punch in the production of the collar hub results 
in coins similar to those struck by broken dies. In this case, however, a 
much greater number of coins will exhibit missing letter and digits.

iwo Ways to 
Safeguard Your 
Prooflike Dollars 

Ever-present in our atmosphere, hydrogen sulfide 
gas may be a silver coin’s worst enemy. Fortunately, 
measures can be taken to protect against this hazard.

For collectors of Morgan dollars, 
an **ultra deep mirror proof- 
like” (UDMPL) specimen is a 
sight to behold. If not properly 
stored, such a coin can lose its 
prooflike qualities. 

AUTHOR’S COLLECTION 


C ollectors are intrigued by the appearance of 
prooflike Morgan dollars. To a silver dollar aficionado, a 
mint-state, “deep mirror prooflike” (DMPL) coin is a 
thing of beauty. Even third-party grading services give 
such coins special recognition, depending on their de- 
gree of reflectivity. This is measured by the number of inches of news- 
paper print or some other object reflected in a coin’s fields. Of the three 
major grading services — ANACS, Numismatic Guaranty Corporation 
(NGC) and Professional Coin Grading Service (PCGS) — only ANACS 
classifies Morgan dollars as having “ultra deep mirror prooflike” 
(UDMPL) surfaces, with reflectivity equal to or greater than 12 inches. 

In 1994 I made a statistical survey of these dollars and found that ap- 
proximately 2,400 UDMPLs exist per million mint-state coins. Of these, 
only 241 grade MS-65 or better. 

The Menace of Hydrogen Sulfide Gas 

With your role as a collector and caretaker of prooflike Morgan 
dollars comes a responsibility to keep contaminants, such as hydrogen 
sulfide gas (H 2 S), away from these special artifacts. AT&T Bell Labora- 
tories has measured the amount of hydrogen sulfide in indoor, urban en- 
vironments and generally found it to range from 0.1 to 10 parts per bil- 
lion (ppb). However, in certain industrial areas, particularly those near 
manholes, oil fields, pulp mills or sewage-treatment plants, concentra- 
tions of H 2 S have exceeded 100,000 ppb. 

In the laboratory, the firm found that the thickness of corrosion 
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An inexpensive yet effective way 
to protect an encapsulated coin 
against tarnishing is to seal it, 
along with a some new copper 
cents, in a plastic bag. Any hy- 
drogen sulfide gas in the bag will 
react first with the cents. 


forming on copper, silver and bronze was a factor of the hydrogen sul- 
fide concentration and the duration of exposure. Additionally, the find- 
ings showed that copper exposed to 1 ppb H 2 S for a year will develop a 
sulfide film about 50 nanometers thick It is reasonable to assume that 
silver dollars exposed to a hydrogen sulfide atmosphere would, over a 
year’s time, grow a sulfide film of equal thickness. 

Needless to say, a sulfide film of this magnitude significandy affects the 
prooflike characteristics of a Morgan dollar. As sulfide layers grow, the 
color of the silver changes to yellow, to gold, to reddish, to purple, to blue 
and eventually to black. A black coin has Htde, if any, measurable reflectivity. 

If not properly stored, a UDMPL dollar can lose its outstanding re- 
flectivity. It is possible to crack a coin out of its case and dip it 
in a thiourea solution to restore some of its prooflike qualities. How- 
ever, the coin will not be as reflective as it was before its exposure to 
hydrogen sulfide. 

Coin Holders: Airtight or Not? 

At the invitation of the weekly publication Coin World, I con- 
ducted an experiment whereby randomly selected silver dollars (encapsu- 
lated in plastic holders by ANACS, NGC and PCGS) were exposed to 
high levels of hydrogen sulfide. The end result was that over time all the 
coins showed some degree of tarnish. 

However, even though the holders tested were not airtight, they all of- 
fered some degree of protection against H 2 S tarnishing. (To determine

if a holder is airtight, place your mouth on an edge seam; if 
you can suck air through it, the case is not airtight.) The de- 
gree of tarnish sustained by a coin encapsulated in a holder 
that is not airtight depends on the storage environment. Ob- 
viously an atmosphere containing 0.1 ppb H 2 S is less harmful 
than one containing 10 ppb H 2 S. 


Two Methods of Protection 

I HAVE FOUND two effective means of keeping my proof- 
like, encapsulated silver dollars in pristine condition. Each is 
based on the reduction or elimination of H 2 S in the atmos- 
phere by allowing it to react with copper before it reacts with 
the coin. 

Method 1 involves sealing the encapsulated coin and a 
few common. Brilliant Uncirculated (BU) cents in a Hefty 
OneZip^^ food storage bag (available at your local supermar- 
ket). Any hydrogen sulfide that finds its way into the poly- 
ethylene bag will react first with the copper cents, leaving little 
gas to tarnish the silver coin. If, over time, the cents darken 
from their exposure to H 2 S, replace them with new BU specimens. 

Method 2 (introduced to Coin World readers in August 1995 by colum- 
nist Susan Maltby) employs Corrosion Intercept^*'^ polymer bags, devel- 
oped by AT&T Bell Laboratories to neutralize corrosive gases and pre- 
vent tarnish and decay. The plastic is impregnated with copper that 
reacts with H 2 S before the gas can tarnish the coins inside. The bags are 
available in a variety of sizes (with and without zipper closures) and are 
priced from 16 to 80 cents each, depending on the quantity ordered. 
The “Full Intercept” bag is opaque, with copper-impregnated plastic on 
both sides; a “50/50 Intercept” bag has one clear side and one copper 
side. The 50/50 bags reportedly protect coins from sulfur corrosion for a 
minimum of 5 years, while the Full Intercept bags offer 10 years of pro- 
tection. (For more information about purchasing Corrosion Intercept

Gold as a 
Commodity in 
West Africa 


Extracted by ancient miners using unsophisticated 
tools, gold was adopted as a medium of exchange across 
the African continent to India and Europe. 


A fter the late 6th century B.C., the Greeks, Phoe- 
nicians and Romans, in turn, introduced their coinage 
systems into their colonies that bordered coastal North 
Africa. After the 11th century A.D., the strong Islamic 
influence did the same along the Red Sea and East 
African coast. Before the arrival of these newcomers, the indigenous 
peoples of Africa had a different concept of money. 

Exchange always existed, and barter was the simplest, most direct way 
for goods to pass from one person to another. However, articles chosen 
for barter had to be sturdy and in steady supply. Whether used as mone- 
tary items or ornamentation, they had to further a personal sense of esteem. 

The Components of Barter 

Salt became an important item of trade everywhere in Africa. Rock 
salt in particular was highly sought because of its crystalline structure 
and durability. However, it was difficult to extract, making it rare and 
therefore valuable enough to serve as currency to be exchanged, weight 
for weight, for gold. 

West Africa had few natural resources that could be exploited com- 
mercially using simple technology. Crop export was limited to the kola 
nut, a natural stimulant from the forests. It was in demand not only in 
the region, but also in distant Islamic communities, and was most desir- 
able for barter. Iron ores were widespread, and concentrations in most 
tropical soils were easily worked. There generally was little incentive to 
trade in iron, however, with the exception of specialist smiths and

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traders who sometimes bartered with their excess produce. 

Copper was sufficiently scarce to form the foundation for regional 
trade networks. As an alloy, copper was essential to gold mining opera- 
tions in the West African forests, but there were no workable bodies of 
copper ore in the area. Copper probably came from the region now 
known as Zambia or Zimbabwe, then part of a wide, territorial exchange 
network. The metal frequently was cast in rods of sufficiently standard- 
ized weight to be interpreted as forms of currency. 

It was gold, however, that most attracted foreign traders to West 
Africa, where deposits flowed through the many rivers of the plateaus. In 
those gold fields — none of which were rich — the metal occurred in pock- 
ets of alluvial gravel (that is, small stones and pebbles precipitated by 
flooding on seashores or riverbanks). 



By the Middle Ages, gold trade 
routes carried the precious 
metal by land and sea from 
West Africa to the Mediter- 
ranean and the Indian Ocean. 


Gold Mining and Processing 

Washing the gold from the deposits was an ardu- 
ous, difficult and dangerous task, even when the metal lay 
practically on the surface. Woven baskets were used to 
separate the ore from the gravel (employing a procedure 
similar to panning); the ore was then placed in gourds 
and transported to the processing area. 

Processing or the ore resembled the common domestic 
chore of preparing cereal foods and required only simple 
tools. Stones were used to break up the ore, which then 
was milled with grindstones of the same basic shape as 
domestic grain mills. As such, ore processing likely was 
women’s responsibility. 

Mining, although less time-consuming than the mill- 
ing process, was miserable work, carried out reluctantly 
and only when in need. The sources were diffuse, the 
yields imreliable. Few villagers could depend on mining for a regular in- 
come; it generally was undertaken by farmers in slack agricultural sea- 
sons. Because luck played a great part in the actual rewards for labor, it 
was impossible to develop and control regular forms of production. 

Despite that Early Iron Age farmers were nearly self-sufficient toward 
the end of the 1st millennium A.D., almost all such communities pos- 
sessed glass beads, cowrie shells and copper trinkets from the Indian 
Ocean regions. In exchanging for these foreign goods, part-time miners 
developed an export trade in their unwanted gold products. In the 10th 
century A.D., Arab geographer al Musudi first recorded the arrival of the 
precious metal (which came by camel caravan from the interior) on the 
east coast of Africa, near present-day Beira in Mozambique. 

Mining being only marginally worthwhile, the mines themselves were 
not monopolies. The only form of control rested with the ritualists of 
nearby villages who intervened to appease the spirits of the earth. Some

local chiefs employed slaves to mine on their behalf, giving the rulers a 
slight advantage but no special rights over the mine. 

Rulers of the kingdoms of West Africa learned that attempts to con- 
trol gold production at its source were certain to fail. Such attempts led 
to immediate decline in or total cessation of production, as the miners 
preferred to labor as little as possible. Any efforts to extract surplus from 
miners in the form of tax or tribute meant that mining ceased. Their 
own needs satisfied, the people simply abandoned the mines and re- 
turned to their homes. At some point, the rulers and miners clearly 
reached a mutual understanding. 


Trading in Gold and Gold Coinage 

The only people to grow rich on the proceeds of 
West African gold were the middlemen who inter- 
posed between the miners of the forests and the 
traders of the desert caravans, who traveled by camel 
across the Sahara Desert from East Africa to present- 
day Ghana, Nigeria and Mali. This meeting of miners 
and traders often was tenuous and indirect, and leg- 
ends grew of a “silent trade,” in which each side 
viewed only the goods, never one another. Traders 
laid out items for exchange in a forest clearing, then 
withdrew; the gold producers appeared, examined the 
offering, made their selections, left what they considered a suitable value 
of gold as barter, then withdrew; the traders returned — if they accepted 
the bargain, they removed the gold and disappeared. Those who con- 
trolled the new trade markets grew in wealth and power from dues, tolls, 
customs duties, and fees for arbitrating commercial disputes. 

Although gold yielded uncertain profits, it did produce disposable 
wealth. The price of the precious metal was dependent on output, there- 
fore production was, to some extent, regulated by major tribes outside 
the mining area (the buyers), who thus created an indebtedness among 
the miners that could be met only by continually producing and trading 
in gold. The gold was exported — solely by desert caravan — to towns on 
the Indian Ocean. From there it was transported to Arabia, the Gulf 
ports, India, Egypt and even Europe. The economy of the African inte- 
rior was thereby unwittingly integrated into the world economy. Barter- 
ing with gold that emanated from the alluvial fields of West Africa

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Remembering Abner Kreisberg 


T he numismatic world 
was saddened to learn of 
the passing on July 10 of 
Abner Kreisberg, long-time rare 
coin dealer of the “old school.” Life 
Member 181, Abner was presented 
his 50-year medal at the ANA con- 
vention in Anaheim in 1995. 

Although Abner officially retired a 
decade or so ago, he still enjoyed 
keeping in touch with his collector 
and dealer friends. From time to 
time, he would stop in to see Mike 
Moline, a younger dealer who runs a 
coin shop in Beverly Hills not far 
from where Abner’s store had been. 

Abner was one of the “greats” in 
the commercial sector of our hobby, 
right along with B. Max Mehl, S.H. 
and Henry Chapman, Thomas L. 
Elder, Joseph and Morton Stack, 
and others who have since passed 
from this earthly sphere. 

Born on May 28, 1904, he had 
only a casual interest in rare coins 
until he was in his 30s. After dealing 
in jewelry, precious metals and other 
items for a time, in 1944 he signed 
on with veteran dealer Abe Kosoff 
and became a partner in the latter’s 
Numismatic Gallery. Founded in 
New York City in 1937 by Kosoff, 
who had been dealing in coins since 
the summer of 1929, the Numis- 
matic Gallery was a fast-rising star in 
the numismatic firmament. The 
company had already conducted a 
series of notable auction sales, be- 
ginning in 1940 with a consignment 
from Julius Guttag. 

From 1944 to 1948, the Numis- 
matic Gallery was a leader in the rare 
coin market. A generous share of im- 
portant collections and consignments 
came its way, most notably the incred- 


ible silver and gold coins of Frederick 
C.C. Boyd. These were auctioned as 
“The World’s Greatest Collection” in

1945 and 1946. 

During the same era, the Numis- 
matic Gallery was a prime supplier 
to King Farouk of Egypt. To finance 
his purchases, Farouk dipped into 
the Egyptian Treasury, but was re- 
stricted from spending $10,000 or 
more without special approval. To 
circumvent these strictures, Farouk 
instructed the Numismatic Gallery 
to bill him for large transactions in 
$9,999 increments, plus an addi- 
tional invoice for the balance. Thus, 
a $55,000 purchase would be accom- 
plished by no less than six invoices! 

Farouk was the firm’s largest 
client during the decade, and by pri- 
vate treaty bought the Boyd collec- 
tion of pattern coins and other no- 
table properties for hundreds of 
thousands of dollars (which would 
be equivalent to millions of dollars 
today). A side venture. Coin Associ- 
ates, was formed especially to sell 
coins to the king; Robert Friedberg 
joined Kosoff and Kreisberg as a 
partner. In another side venture, this 
time with Hans M. Schulman, a coin 
shop was opened in Gimbel’s de- 
partment store in New York City, 
and Joseph Silverman was hired to 
run it. During the 1940s, the Nu- 
mismatic Gallery ran several ANA 


convention auctions in addition to 
its other activities. 

In 1948 Kosoff and Kreisberg, 
both of whom had spent their lives 
in New York, decided to move west. 
While Kreisberg held down the fort 
at the old store, Kosoff opened a 
shop at 8943 Wilshire Boulevard in 
Beverly Hills. This arrangement 
proved ephemeral, and before long 
Abner packed up and moved to Cali- 
fornia to join his partner. 

The first important auction con- 
ducted on the West Coast by Kosoff 
and Kreisberg was held on March 
1-2, 1948. It was billed as “A Memo- 
rable Sale of United States and Terri- 
torial Gold Coins.” The consignor 
was Jacob Shapiro, a.k.a. Jake Bell, a 





Abner Kreisberg, who passed away on 
July 1 0, was one of the original authors 
of R.S. Yeoman’s “Red Book.” 
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Chicago financier. Shapiro was one of 
the first serious American collectors of 
large-denomination gold coins ($5, 
$10 and $20) of the late 19th and early 
20th centuries, and over a period of 
time, he formed and sold several cabi- 
nets of these. At one time, he owned a 
precious 1933 double eagle. 

In June 1950, the Numismatic 
Gallery offered the “Adolphe Menjou 
Collection.” In actuality, most of the 
coins belonged to Charles M. Wil- 
liams, a Cincinnati businessman who 
wanted to maintain a low profile. 

In early 1951, the Numismatic 
Gallery relocated to 228 North Bev- 
erly Drive in Beverly Hills, where it 
remained for the rest of its existence. 
The store, which many old-timers 
may still remember, displayed in its 
window birth-year sets, proof coins 
and other popular (but not necessar- 


ily valuable) items. Inside were glass 
cases containing a variety of coins, 
medals, notes and other items. Re- 
ally rare and expensive items were 
housed in a large safe with multiple 
interior drawers. Partway back were 
small offices for the principals, and 
behind that, work and shipping areas. 
Upstairs was a storage area. At the 
time. North Beverly Drive was the 
most important of the side streets (off 
Wilshire Boulevard) in Beverly Hills 
(the fame of Rodeo Drive was still a 
quarter century away). 

From the mid-1950s onward, I 
had the pleasure of knowing both 
Abe Kosoff and Abner Kreisberg 
very well, and talking with them on 
numerous occasions about “the good 
old days.” Both had many stories to 
tell. Over the years, I had many 
lunches and dinners with Abner in 


the Friars Club in Beverly Hills, of 
which he was a member. On occa- 
sion, his wife, Gladys, would join us. 

One of Abner’s most poignant 
recollections was of a trip he made 
to San Francisco in the late 1940s or 
very early 1950s. Taking a DC-3 
from Los Angeles in the morning, 
he soon arrived in the seaside town 
of Santa Barbara, the first stop on 
the flight. Since his San Francisco 
appointment was not until evening, 
he decided to spend a few hours in 
Santa Barbara, and had his ticket 
changed to a later flight. Meanwhile, 
his original flight crashed upon take- 
off from Santa Barbara, killing 
everyone on board. “After that time, 
I realized how precious life was,” 
Abner later related. “The rest of my 
life has been a gift.”

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HARRY W. BASS, JR. RESEARCH FOUNDATION 
ANNOUNCES NIP INDEXES ARE NOW AVAILABLE 

The Harry W. Bass, Jr. Research Foundation was brought into existence in December of 
1991. The purpose of the Research Foundation is to keep intact in perpetuity rare and 
very significant collections of U.S. Numismatics to the end that they will be available to seri- 
ous numismatists for purposes of education and research. 

The foundation announced in early February, 1996, the availability of a set of electronic 
indexes for numismatists, which can be downloaded through the Internet at 
http://www.hbrf.org. Called NIP, for “Numismatic Indexes Project,” these eleven indexes 
provide any student or researcher an instantaneous way of locating what the scholarship of 
the past century produced in major American numismatic periodicals. The indexes are in 
ASCII form and are made available free of charge to those interested in using this tool of 
research. Also under develoopment are other areas of numismatic knowledge. 

“Numismatic Literature” is a series published by the American Numismatic Society since 
1946, listing publications and abstracts from around the world on a wide variety of numis- 
matic topics. This 50-year span is being made available electronically (as time permits) for 
searching and research; the early years and the last several years are currently available, 
with more to come. 

Other databases of numismatic information are also in process in order to make this a 
premier numismatic internet site for research and information.

The Foundation presently owns over eight hundred items which are of significant inter- 
est to the scholar and student of United States Numismatics. The present collection consists 
of over two hundred fifty different specimens of large size U.S. paper currency, together 
with over five hundred United States pattern, experimental and trial pieces. The currency 
covers the period from the inception of U.S. currency at the beginning of the Civil War to 
the time it was withdrawn from circulation during the 1920s, at which time it was replaced 
by smaller bills. 

The “Pattern” collection consists of an outstanding representation of this area of Numis- 
matics which is so important to the researcher for a full understanding of the evolution of 
American coinage. Many specimens are quite rare, and all are in exemplary condition.

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“0/c/ Ironsides^'' Appears on Medals 


K nown as “Old Ironsides,” 
the U.S.S. Constitution re- 
mains an American treasure, 
despite 200 years of war and decay. 
She served four captains who earned 
Congressional gold medals and ap- 
pears on the reverse of those medals, 
as well as on many others. 

After the War of Independence, 
the American navy was disbanded, 
leaving merchant ships without pro- 
tection. In 1785 the Algerian navy 
captured two American ships and 
sold the crews into slavery in Al- 
giers. In 1793 four more ships were 
taken, but a 1795 treaty requiring 
America to pay an annual tribute 
provided temporary relief. The Dey 
of Algiers received $1 million to re- 
lease United States prisoners and 
stop attacking U.S. merchant ships. 

To prevent more payments of this 
kind. Congress authorized on March 
27, 1794, construction of the 44-gun 
U.S.S. Constitution. The frigate was 
designed by Joshua Humphries, built 
at the Hartts Naval Yard in Boston 
and launched on October 21, 1797. 
With her newly built sisters — the 
44-gun United States and the 38-gun 
Constellation — ^America had warships 
to take on the Barbary pirates. 

That same year, in response to 
a solicitation of bribes by French 
officials, America’s minister to 
France, Charles Cotesworth Pinck- 
ney (1746-1825), said, “Millions for 
defense, but not one cent for trib- 
ute.” The statement inspired public 
opinion against tribute payments 
and inspired support for a strong 
navy that would cost less than the 
cost of tribute. 

In 1800 Captain William Bain- 
bridge, who captained the George 


Washington, carried America’s an- 
nual tribute to the Dey of Algiers. 
He later wrote, “I hope I may never 
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again be sent to Algiers with tribute 
unless I am authorized to deliver it 
from the mouth of our cannon.” 

The Pasha of Tripoli, however, 
was dissatisfied with U.S. payments 
and declared war on May 14, 1801. 
While pursuing enemy ships on Oc- 
tober 31, 1803, the Philadelphia, un- 
der Bainbridge, was grounded on an 
uncharted reef off Tripoli and 
forced to surrender. Bainbridge and 
his crew of 315 were captured and 
interred until the end of the war. To 
prevent the ship from being used 
against U.S. shipping, American 
hero Stephen Decatur slipped into 
the harbor and burned the Philadel- 
phia on February 15, 1804. 

Captain Edward Preble, who had 
taken command of the Constitution in 
1803, led an American squadron in a 
blockade of Tripoli. By June 4, 1805, 
after a U.S. naval bombardment, 
Tripoli was ready to negotiate a 
peace. Later that same year. Congress 
honored Preble with a gold medal. 

Preble was born on August 15, 
1761, at Falmouth (now Portland), 
Maine. He joined the Massachusetts 
state navy in 1778 and was captured 
by the British the following year. In 


1800, as captain of the Essex, he took 
the first American warship aroimd the 
Cape of Good Hope. Preble died in 
his home town on August 25, 1807. 

In 1810 Captain Isaac Hull re- 
ceived command of the Constitution 
and first distinguished himself by 
avoiding a conflict on July 17, 1812. 
Hull’s ship encountered a British 
squadron, but both were becalmed. 
Hull sent out small boats with the 
ship’s anchors, dropped the anchors.

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and pulled the ship forward. The 
process was repeated until the ship 
caught a light breeze and escaped. 

By the time Hull took command 
of the Constitution, the American 
frigate carried 55 guns. On August 
19, 1812, Hull engaged the 38-gun 
British frigate Guerriere under Cap- 
tain James Dacres. During the bat- 
tle, 750 miles east of Boston, the 
American crew noticed British can- 
non shot bouncing off the 272-inch 
oak hull and gave the ship its nick- 
name, “Old Ironsides.” 

The British vessel did not fare as 
well; its masts were shattered, the 
rigging fell away and the gun deck 
listed into the ocean. Too badly dam- 
aged to be taken as a prize, the Guer- 
riere was burned at sea. Seven Ameri- 
can sailors died and another seven 
were wounded, while the British 


claimed 23 dead and 56 injured. 

The land campaign of the War of 
1812 went badly for America when 
Hull’s uncle and adoptive father. 
General William Hull (1753-1825), 
surrendered Detroit without contest 
on August 16, 1812. A court-martial 
found General Hull guilty of cow- 
ardice and neglect of duty. His life 
was spared, however, because of his 
honorable service during the Revo- 
lution, but he was dropped from the 
Army roll in disgrace. Three days 
later, his nephew Isaac won the naval 
victory that earned him a Congres- 
sional gold medal by resolution of 
January 29, 1813. 

Isaac Hull was born in Derby, 
Connecticut, on March 9, 1773. He 
served as a first lieutenant on the Con- 
stitution in 1800 and served on the 
Argus during the Tripolitan cam- 


paign. After his 1812 victory, he vol- 
untarily relinquished command of the 
Constitutim to Bainbridge. Hull died 
in Philadelphia on February 13, 1843. 

With Captain Bainbridge in com- 
mand on December 29, 1812, the 
Constitution met Britain’s 38-gun 
frigate Java, under Captain Lam- 
bert, off the coast of Brazil. A mus- 
ket ball struck Bainbridge in the 
hip, and Lambert died in the en- 
gagement. Twelve Americans were 
killed and 22 wounded, while 48 
British died and 102 were wounded. 
The Java was heavily damaged 
and burned at sea. Bainbridge was 
awarded a gold medal by Congres- 
sional resolution of March 3, 1813. 

Bainbridge was born in Princeton, 
New Jersey, on May 7, 1774. His re-

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of the “Retaliation Act” of 1798. He 
died of pneumonia in Philadelphia 
on July 27, 1833. 

A litde more than two years after 
Bainbridge’s exploits, Captain Charles 
Stewart was in command of the Con- 
stitution when she came upon two 
British ships, the Cyane and the Lev- 
ant^ 200 miles northeast of the 
Madeira Islands on February 20, 
1815. Stewart captured the 34-gun 
corvette Cyane and hours later 
chased down and captured the 21- 
gun sloop-of-war Levant. Congress 
authorized a gold medal for Stewart 
by resolution of February 22, 1816. 

Stewart was born in Philadelphia 
on July 28, 1778. He was commis- 
sioned as a lieutenant in 1798 and 
rose to captain in 1806. After win- 
ning the gold medal, he remained in 
the service until 1856, becoming 


known as “Old Ironsides.” Stewart 
died in Bordertown, Pennsylvania, 
on November 6, 1869. 

By the 1830s, the image of “Old 
Ironsides” and Pinckney’s state- 
ment — “Millions for Defense” — 
took on political connotations when 
they appeared on Hard Times to- 
kens. Those political themes sup- 
ported Daniel Webster, called the 
“Defender of the Constitution,” as 
the Constitution was portrayed as a 
visual pun. One type of Hard Times 
token featured the Constitution on 
one side with the legend “Webster 
Credit Currency.” The other side 
of the token featured a wrecked 
ship and the legend “Van Buren 
Metallic Currency.” 

Prior to these political activities, 
naval inspectors in 1828 recom- 
mended that the Constitution be dis- 


mantled. However, the 1830 poem 
“Old Ironsides” by Oliver Wendell 
Holmes (1809-94) raised public sen- 
timent to save the ship from destruc- 
tion. The final verse reads: 

Oh, better that her shattered hulk, 
Should sink beneath the wave; 

Her thunders shook the mighty deep. 
And there should be her grave; 

Nail to the mast her holy flag. 

Set every threadbare sail; 

And give her to the god of storms. 

The lightning and the gale! 

The ship survived, although her 
parts require periodic replacement. 
She was rebuilt in 1833 and about 
every 50 years since then. On July 
21, 1997, after a 3V2-year restoration 
that cost $12 million. Old Ironsides 
sailed under her own power for the 
first time in 1 16 years. •

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The Master Engravers of 5th -Century Sicily 


C OINAGE ON THE island 
of Sicily commenced about 
530 B.C., less than a century 
after the invention of coined money 
in western Asia Minor. The first 
mints included Zankle and Naxos on 
the east coast, Himera in the north, 
and Selinus and Acragas on the 
southern shores. These coinages dif- 
fered markedly from each other and 
from the contemporary issues of the 
Greek colonies in southern Italy. The 
mainland mints uniformly adopted 
the curious incuse fabric for their 
silver staters and fractions by which 
the obverse type was “mirrored” on 
the reverse. 

At this early stage, no one could 
have foreseen the dramatic political 
and artistic developments that were 
to result in Sicily becoming, if only 
briefly, the foremost region for the 
creation of numismatic masterpieces. 
In the latter part of the 5th century 
B.C., during the Syracusan suprem- 
acy, Sicilian coinage reached heights 
of aesthetic brilliance unsurpassed 
by any other series in ancient Greek 
numismatics or, indeed, by an)Thing 
produced in the 24 subsequent cen- 
turies. The crowning glory of this 
remarkable phenomenon was the 
exquisite work of great artists, such 
as Euainetos, Eucleidas and Cimon, 
whose work influenced not only 
their contemporaries, but also die en- 
gravers of later generations. 

In 485 B.C., Gelon, son of Deino- 
menes and tyrant of the important 
Sicilian city of Gela, captured Syra- 
cuse and transferred his seat of gov- 
ernment there. From this episode 
dates the Syracusan supremacy in 
eastern Sicily, and the great Corin- 
thian colony on the east coast was to 


remain the foremost Greek state on 
the island until its capture by the Ro- 
mans in 212 B.C.

A masterpiece of numismatic art 
belonging to the early years of Syra- 
cusan greatness is the celebrated 
“Demareteion” decadrachm, named 
after Gelon’s wife Demarete, with 
victorious charioteer and lion on the 
obverse and head of Artemis- 
Arethusa wreathed with olive on the 
reverse. Associated tetradrachms of 
Syracuse are known, together with a 
coin of this denomination from the 
mint of Leontini with reverse type 
head of Apollo. All these appear to 
come from the hand of the same die 
engraver. Traditionally, these issues 



have been associated with Gelon’s 
victory over the Carthaginian in- 
vaders of Sicily at the battle of 
Himera in 480 B.C. However, more 
recent scholarship has demonstrated 
that the date of these coins is almost 
certainly a decade later, circa 470 
B.C., during the tyranny of Gelon’s 
brother and successor, Hieron. 

Unfortunately, the name of the 
artist who engraved these magnifi- 
cent dies in the late archaic style is 
unknown to us. The practice of sign- 
ing dies began about a half century 
later, when exciting developments 
were taking place in the artistic treat- 
ment of the basic charioteer/female 
head design. Down to about 425 
B.C., the quadriga was depicted in 
profile with little indication of mo- 
tion, as though the race had already 
taken place and the winner was 
merely taking his victory lap around 
the course. But over the following 
decades, an artistic revolution took 
place, resulting in a much more real- 
istic and exhilarating representation 
that depicted the chariot race itself. 

The initial step in this transforma-

tion showed the horses at the gallop. 
Next came a more three-dimensional 
look achieved by rendering the char- 
iot in a three-quarter, facing view. 
Finally came the elaboration of excit- 
ing details, such as the loss of a rein, 
a separate wheel in the exergue (sug- 
gesting an opponent’s mishap) and 
varying positions of the horses’ heads 
(indicating the fury of the contest). 

These beautiful, new designs had 
an immediate impact, and the respon- 
sible die engravers quickly achieved 
fame, as attested by the unprece- 
dented appearance of their names on 
the dies. These frequently are well 
concealed on Arethusa’s headband, 
on one of the surrounding dolphins, 
or in minute letters along the exer- 
gual line. Sometimes, however, the 
artist’s name is proudly proclaimed 
on a tablet borne aloft by the flying 
Nike or appears in the field beneath 
Arethusa’s head, rivaling the promi- 
nence of the city name itself. 

The fame of men such as Eu- 
menes, Eucleidas, Phrygillos, Par- 
menides, Heracleidas of Catana, and 
Exacestidas of Camarina has come 
down to us in this way. But of all the 
great artists of this remarkable pe- 
riod, two stand out as the dominant 
figures in this movement — Cimon 
and Euainetos. Cimon’s masterpiece 
was undoubtedly the exquisite, three- 
quarter, facing head of Arethusa en- 


graved circa 410 B.C., a design that 
served as the inspiration for many 
later copies and which has been de- 
scribed as “the finest representation 
of the facing human head on any 
coin” (Barclay V. Head in Historia 
Numorum^ 1911). About five years 
later, Cimon also produced the dies 
for the second issue of decadrachms 
by the Syracusan mint, more than 60 
years after the Demareteion. 

Euainetos’ career seems to have 
spanned a somewhat longer period. 
His early work dates from circa 413 
B.C., and he engraved dies for the 


cities of Catana and Camarina as well 
as Syracuse. His most famous coins, 
however, are the magnificent deca- 
drachms of Syracuse struck in the 
early years of the 4th century B.C. 
during the reign of the tyrant Diony- 
sius I. Probably the most celebrated 
and admired coins of antiquity, the 
Euainetos decadrachms were struck 
to pay mercenary soldiers enlisted by 
Dionysius to fight the Carthaginian 
invaders of Sicily who brought de- 
struction to so many of the Greek 
communities at this time. Twenty- 
one signed reverse dies have been 
recorded for this issue, while a fur- 
ther 23 are without signature and 
may represent the work of the master 
engraver’s pupils. 

Even the enemies of the Greeks 
admired Euainetos’ work, for many 
of the “Siculo-Punic” coins issued 
by the Carthaginians in Sicily during 
the 4th century B.C. bear heads cop- 
ied from his famous Arethusa. There 
could be no greater compliment to 
the achievements of the most famous 
of Sicily’s master engravers. •

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Tread Not on Our Heroes! 


W E, OF THE American 
West, take umbrage 
when our heroes are 
maligned. Mostly transplants not 
too far removed from our origins, 
we are proud of our adoptive idols, 
pioneers who made regional history 
by their actions. Few numismatists 
calling Colorado “home” have not 
fantasized about finding a Denver- 
minted Clark, Gruber & Company 
gold piece to give prominence to 
their collections. 

Being guilty of such fantasy, I was 
chagrined to find our heroes, the 
eminent Emanuel Henry Gruber 
and Austin M. Clark, listed in a 
compendium of common criminals. 
The well-respected pair are listed as 
“U.S. counterfeiters” in the three- 
volume Encyclopedia of World Crime 
(1990), edited by Jay Robert Nash 
and published by Crime Books, Inc., 
of Wilmette, Illinois, a reference I 
sometimes turned to for “Rogues 
and Rascals” research. 

The author did them an injustice. 
Clark and Gruber should have been 
listed as “visionaries.” Nash describes 
their product as money made to look 
“similar to U.S. mint coins, but with 
the words ‘Pike’s Peak’ replacing 
‘Liberty’ on the Statue of Liberty side, 
and the company name in place of 
‘United States of America.’” 

The “Statue of Liberty side”! 
Granted, Clark, Gruber & Company 
were visionaries in seeing the need 
for circulating coin in the then-wilds 
of the Rockies. But, neither Austin 
Clark nor his brother, Milton, or 
partner Emanuel Gruber saw a quar- 
ter century into the future to Octo- 
ber 28, 1886, when Liherte Eclairant 
le Monde was unveiled on Bedloe’s 


Island in New York Harbor. 

There was, however, some cause 
for the author to list Clark and

Gruber as counterfeiters. While the 
country was busily engaged in fight- 
ing the War Between the States, and 
little time or concern could be spent 
on the wilderness of the West, a 
Congressional Ways and Means 
Committee did, indeed, investigate 
the firm in 1862. The committee’s 
report concluded that while the men 
had violated no existing ordinances, 
their work “provided an opportunity 
for fraud and villainy.” 

Nary a local businessman, miner 
or prospector would agree with the 
government’s report. To ensure cir- 
culation, the Clark, Gruber private 
issue contained 1 -percent more gold 
than its companion United States 
Mint product. Because of the extra 
weight, banks in the East paid a pre- 
mium over face for Clark, Gruber 
gold coins. 

During the early years of the Gold 
Rush, eastern banks sought to pur- 
chase gold from the Rockies. Some 
banks established buying offices in 
Colorado, others purchased from lo- 
cal entrepreneurial gold buyers. The 
manifest problem was the cost of 


shipping the gold back East. The 
number of those who tried to 
pan their gold from passing stage 
coaches almost equaled that of those 
who prospected and worked for it. 
High losses were offset by the high 
costs of shipping — 5 to 6 percent of 
the total value. 

Clark, Gruber & Company was 
one of the first to find an interim an- 
swer to the problem: refine the gold 
and coin the metal near its source. 
Although their mint earned them a 
comfortable profit, and their attor- 
neys could find no legal obstacle to 
coining, the two Clarks and Emanuel 
Gruber were strong advocates for the 
establishment of a United States 
branch mint in Denver.

Clark, Gruber & Company’s private 
gold issues were not counterfeits, as 
alleged in a book on world crime. 
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Encouraged by talks with Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Salmon P. 
Chase, the partners entered into ne- 
gotiations with the government to 
sell their minting facilities. Chase 
recommended to Congress that it 
establish a branch mint in Denver, 
pass legislation to prohibit the 
coinage of gold and silver by private 
enterprise, and purchase the prop- 
erty of Clark, Gruber & Company. 

Unfortunately, the horse traveled 
faster than the cart. Congress acted 
swiftly on the recommendation to 
prohibit private minting. A bill was 
passed that effectively stopped the 
presses in April 1862 at private mints 
in Colorado. Not unlike today. Con- 
gress failed to appropriate the 
money to pay Clark, Gruber & 
Company for its property until April 
1863, a full year later. 


To the chagrin of Coloradans, the 
Denver minting facilities became a 
mint in name only. Sparsely popu- 
lated, the territory of Colorado com- 
manded little political influence in 
Washington. Instead, a branch mint 
was established in Carson City, 
Nevada. The Denver facilities, mean- 
while, were relegated to the status of 
assay office and depository. 

Poetic justice ultimately prevailed. 
As the supply of precious metals de- 
clined in Nevada, the political 
strength of the Rockies grew. Soon 
Nevada became the “outback” of 
the West, and its mint was reduced 
to an assay office in 1899. In 1904 
the Treasury transferred its opera- 
tions from the old Clark, Gruber 
facility at 16th and Market streets 
to a sparkling new facility a few 
blocks away. Over its Colfax Street 


entrance were carved the words 
UNITED STATES MINT. Colorado 
gained what Nevada lost. 

Even though Denver stands vindi- 
cated, it is time to purge the entire 
record. Austin Clark, his brother, 
Milton, and Emanuel Gruber never 
were convicted of counterfeiting. 
They remain, in fact, our heroes. 
They were the visionaries who fore- 
saw the need for hard money and 
worked for the establishment of a 
mint in Denver. Admittedly they de- 
signed their coins to resemble those 
of the United States, but the designs 
were well-marked and never in- 
tended to defraud. The trio does not 
deserve to be included in a history of 
common counterfeiters any more 
than they should be credited for 
changing the design on the “Statue of 
Liberty” side of United States coins!*

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THE ADOPTIVE EMPERORS: 
COINAGE OF ROME’S ZENITH 


The English historian Edward Gibbon termed the second century A.D. the “hap- 
piest age in history." Between 96 and 180 A.D., the Roman Empire was ruled by a 
series of capable emperors. After the assassination in A.D. 96 of Domitian, the last 
of the Flavian emperors, the Senate chose one of their own members, the elderly 
Nerva, to succeed to the throne. To secure the support of the army, the new em- 
peror adopted the general Trajan as his son and heir in A.D. 97. This adoption set 
a precedent, tor the next four emperors-Trajan, Hadrian, Antoninus Plus, and Mar- 
cus Aurelius-would come to the throne as the adoptive son of their predecessor. 
Under these “adoptive emperors," the Roman Empire would reach the zenith of its 
power and prosperity. 

In A.D. 98, Trajan became emperor upon the death of Nerva. Under Trajan, the 
Roman Empire underwent its last significant territorial expansion. After two cam- 
paigns (A.D. 101-102 and 105-106), Trajan annexed the Kingdom of the Dacians 
(modern Romania). In A.D. 105, the Kingdom of the Nabataeans was converted 
into the Roman province of Arabia Petraea. In A.D. 114, a dispute with Parthia led 
Trajan to annex Armenia and invade Mesopotamia. In A.D. 116, Mesopotamia was 
declared a Roman Province. However, rebellions in the East, including those of 
the Jews, forced Trajan to retreat. He died in A.D. 117 before he could resume 
campaigning in the East. Before his death, Trajan named his adopted son Hadrian 
as his heir. 

The reign of Hadrian was one of consolidation. The new emperor gave up Tra- 
jan’s eastern conquests-Armenia regained its former status as a Roman vassal 
state. Other frontiers were strengthened. In Britain, the wall he built to defend 
against the Scottish tribes is still to be seen. Hadrian spent most of his reign out- 
side of Italy, touring the provinces to see first-hand what were each territory’s 
needs. In A.D. 136, Hadrian adopted a certain L. Ceionius Commodus, who took 
the name Aelius Caesar, as his son and heir. However, the death of Aelius in A.D. 
138 compelled Hadrian to designate a new heir, Antoninus. In turn, Hadrian com- 
pelled Antoninus to adopt Lucius Verus, the son of Aelius, and a nephew of Anton- 
inus, Marcus Annius Verus, renamed Marcus Aurelius. Hadrian died later that 
same year. 

The reign of Antoninus Pius (A.D. 138-161) was notable chiefly for its tranquility, 
although in Britain a new defensive line north of Hadrian’s Wall was built to keep 
the Scottish tribes further at bay. Also notable was the long apprenticeship of Mar- 
cus Aurelius, who was named Caesar in A.D. 139. By the time of the death of An- 
toninus in A.D. 161, Marcus was thoroughly prepared to assume the burdens of of- 
fice. As it turned out, they would prove to be considerable. 

Upon his accession, Marcus Aurelius elevated his adoptive brother, Lucius 
Verus, to the position of co-emperor. Marcus, however, was clearly the supreme 
authority. Marcus was to spend much of his reign on campaign. Invasions of Ger- 
man tribes from the north and of Parthians from the east bedeviled the empire. 
Plague, brought back from the east by the army in A.D. 166, swept the empire ( a 
second wave of plague carried Lucius Verus away in A.D. 169). Despite these 
shocks, Marcus was able to restore order on the eastern frontier and was poised 
to annex territories on the northern frontier at the time of his death A.D. 180. Mar- 
cus was succeeded by his son Commodus, thus breaking the pattern of succes- 
sion through adoption. Commodus proved to be a despot. With his accession, 
Rome’s greatest age came to an end. The assassination of Commodus at the end 
of the year A.D. 192 ushered in four years of civil war.

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Beware of False Profits 


I RECENTLY READ an ad that 
says a certain company pays the 
highest prices for coins. It also 
says this firm’s selling prices are 
lower than anyone else’s. It made 
me wonder about its profit margin. I 
don’t believe in Santa any more, and 
am usually skeptical when someone 
tells me he or she is in business to 
make me happy, not to make a profit. 

Most ads use a certain amount of 
puffery in their claims. This is not 
really wrong, as long as we accept it 
for what it is and don’t take it too 
seriously. Saying that something is 
the biggest or the best probably 
doesn’t convince many people. It 
usually makes me consider the rest 
of the ad even more carefully. 

When it comes to buying and sell- 
ing numismatic items, there are no 
hard and fast rules about the profit 
that should be made on a transac- 
tion; that is pretty much between the 
buyer and seller. I have heard of 
deals in which someone purchases an 
item for next to nothing and later 
sells it for thousands. On the other 
hand, when selling bullion, dealers 
work on very short margins. 

As a general rule, established deal- 
ers try to make a profit of 20 to 30 
percent, depending on how quickly 
they are able to turn over the item. 
Fast-selling or high-value coins usu- 
ally call for a shorter profit margin, 
sometimes as little as 5 percent. 

If making a profit on the coins you 
buy is important, pay close attention 
to the profit someone else makes 
when selling them to you. If you pay 
top dollar, you may not see a gain 
for many years. Don’t be blinded by 
statements and charts indicating that 
coin values are going up each year. 


These illustrations always show re- 
tail prices. You need to see how 
wholesale prices are doing.

Charts, books and trends listings 
are, at best, only a guide to values. 
None can tell exactly what any item 
will bring when bought or sold. 

If buying coins at auction, you 
should be aware that the price you 
pay includes the cost of doing busi- 
ness. What you bid at auction may 
not be the price you actually pay for 
the lot. Most auctioneers charge a 
10-percent buyer’s fee as well as a 
10-percent seller’s fee. Somewhere 
in the price is a 20-percent differ- 
ence between the buy and sell value 
of the coin. It’s an important consid- 
eration if you are buying something 
in hopes of making a quick profit 
upon resale.

According to this ad. United States 
government gold coins are being 
offered for sale to the public. This is 
true, but what the ad does not say is 
that this is just another mundane of- 
fering from another company with a 
name that sounds like a fancy gov- 
ernment agency. The coins are regu- 
lar gold Liberty and Indian $272, $5, 
$10 and $20. The prices are about 
two to three times what one would 
expect to pay in the numismatic 


market for Extremely Fine coins. 
These, unfortunately, are only in 
Fine condition. 

The ad makes the offer sound like 
a special opportunity for collectors 
to get into a government hoard of 
old, gold coins. It has the usual ad- 
monition that the coins will not be 
available for long. You must order 
immediately if you want to pass 
some on as treasured family heir- 
looms. Because of anticipated de- 
mand, there is a limit of six of each 
type. The ad also says — in small 
print — that this company is not affil- 
iated with the Mint or any govern- 
ment agency.

I have seen a couple of ads lately 
offering uncut sheets of U.S. dollar 
bills for sale. These are great novelty 
items, and when framed, they make 
a striking wall decoration. Most 
non-collectors have never seen the 
like and are really impressed by 
them. Years ago, when it was nearly 
impossible to buy uncut sheets 
of currency, these items were highly 
valued by collectors. In more recent 
times, the government has produced 
and sold special uncut sheets of 
$1 and $2 notes for collectors, sell- 
ing them for somewhat more than 
face value. 

The unique nature of these sheets 
also makes them appealing to con- 
sumers who buy from TV and news- 
paper ads. They have been offered in 
many forms at various prices, but 
usually for about double the price 
charged by the government. If you 
are interested in obtaining some of 
these notes, I would suggest going 
directly to the source. These are 
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available in full sheets (32 notes), 
half sheets (16 notes) or samples of 
four notes. The government recently 
raised the prices on these items, but 
they still are a bargain and an inter- 
esting addition to any collection. 

Mail-order prices are as follows: 
4-subject sheets of dollar bills are 
$15, while sheets of $2 bills are $19; 
16-subject sheets of $1 and $2 bills 
are $32 and $49, respectively; and 
3 2 -subject $1 and $2 bill sheets are 
$52 and $89. Send orders or inquiries

“300% Per Year!” screams a head- 
line on a post card that shows a pic- 
ture of a $20 gold coin and says you 
can get a special, free report on gold. 


The text continues: “When you con- 
trol a strategic corner of a market, 
and you are the only source of sup- 
ply, that is true wealth.” 

No, folks, I do not make this stuff 
up. This advertiser really wants us 
to believe that it is possible to get a 
300-percent return from investing in 
gold coins. The ad did not exactly 
say that, but it was implied (unless 
they meant they were controlling 
the market and making that much 
profit from being the sole source of 
supply for their customers). What- 
ever the answer, I want no part of 
this promotion. 

This opportunity is strictly limited 
to qualified investors who send in 
their home phone number, so I would 
not be eligible. Too bad. I’d like to see 
their free book telling me how to 
make those enormous profits. 


File #524 

I got a kick out of seeing some re- 
cent ads offering two-headed Ken- 
nedy half dollars for sale at $12.96 
apiece. They are properly described 
as two genuine pieces cleverly joined 
together to look like a two-headed 
coin. There is nothing illegal about 
this, as long as the pieces are not 
misrepresented in any way. In one 
ad, there is even a caveat that ex- 
plains these coins cannot be used as 
legal tender. 

They are quite unusual, even 
though they are rather expensive. I 
have seen them before in dealers’ 
stock, where they are sold as novel- 
ties. The price usually is a bit lower, 
but they are not always readily avail- 
able. One of them would probably 
make a great pocket piece or conver- 
sation starter. •

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Tale of the Midnight Minter

answer was: “It is very strange, sir, 
then, that he has brought me a cer- 
tificate of his honesty on your own 
handwriting, signed by yourself and 
Mr. Eckfeldt.” I drew the certificate 
from my pocket and showed it to 
him. He then said: “this was given 
to him before he was discharged,” 
to which I replied: “it is dated, the 
books of the Mint will show the 
time of his discharge, and I will re- 
fer to them.” I made the reference, 
and found that the certificate bore 
date about a month after the young 
man had been discharged, which 
confirmed what his father had said 
to me, and refuted the calumny of 
Mr. Peale, whom I then invited to 
look at the book with me and com- 
pare the dates for himself. He de- 
clined to do so, remarking that he did 
not care about the matter, and that 
“the truth was, there never had been 
a boy in the Mint who did not steal.” 

The young man was of course 
employed, as an act of justice; and 
shortly afterwards Mr. Peale placed 
him upon the night watch, a duty of 
trust and extra compensation. If he 
had believed what he told me, he 
could not justifiably have done this. 
Therefore, I formed of him an 
opinion which I have not since had 
reason to alter. 

Several observations come to 
mind. McCulloh did not name the 
father, uncle or watchman. The ref- 
erence to a father and uncle must be 
an error, since George and John 
Jacob Eckfeldt were not brothers 
(that error is understandable and of 
no consequence). 

Most later writers have made the 
mistake of setting this story in 
1857-58, after Theodore turned 21. 
However, McCulloh’s story was 
published in July 1853, when John 
was 22 and married to Sally. Theo- 


dore had just turned 16, and Freder- 
ick was 14. Furthermore, in the 1860 
census, Theodore is enumerated as 
a clerk living with his father and sis- 
ters, indicating that he was unmar- 
ried. These observations lead me to 
conclude that the story may have 
referred to John, not to Theodore 
or Frederick. 

The 1 804 Dollar Restrikes 

Numismatist Richard Snow 
searched Mint payroll records resid- 
ing in the National Archives, but did 
not find Theodore listed as an em- 
ployee in 1857 or 1858. He did find 
Frederick Eckfeldt, beginning in 
1856, and concluded that Frederick 
was the Midnight Minter. Snow pre- 
sented this conclusion as fact in his 
book Flying Eagle Indian Cents. 

If Theodore was not a Mint em- 
ployee, he could not have been the 
Midnight Minter. There is no evi- 
dence that Frederick was a night 
watchman, had unrestricted access to 
Mint equipment, or had the skills 
and training required to run the ma- 
chinery. Therefore, Frederick likely 
was not the Midnight Minter. 

Selling 1 804 Dollars 

The first clue came from dealer 
S.K. Harzfeld’s 1880 interview with 
Mint Superintendent A. Loudon 
Snowden, who talked about the ad- 
ministration of his uncle, James Ross 
Snowden (1853-61). 

About this period an old employee 
of the Mint, a relative of one of the 
first and most valuable officers of 
the Mint, who had charge of the 
dies in the Engraver’s Department, 
was discovered by the sales made 
by an erring son, to have taken im- 
pressions from 1804, and some 
other dies. 

In the June 1882 issue of Mason^s 
Coin Collector's Magazine^ Ebenezer 


Locke Mason described how he got 
his 1804 dollar while operating a 
store at North Second Street near 
Buttonwood Street. “Here was of- 
fered by young Eckfeldt three gen- 
uine U.S. 1804 dollars at $70 each 
and nearly all the rare V 2 cents in 
dozens of duplicates were purchased.” 

Newman and Bressett concluded 
that the dollars were struck by 
George Eckfeldt and that Theodore 
was the “erring son,” since George’s 
other son, John, was in San Fran- 
cisco at the time. 

In a 1908 letter, Charles Steiger- 
walt stated that George’s son Cater 
stole the 1804 dollars from his father 
and sold them. Cater does not ap- 
pear on the list of known family 
members. Although it still is specu- 
lation — since there were a number 
of young Eckfeldts — Theodore re- 
mains the most likely suspect for 
striking the pieces. 

Other Suspects 

Other reports indicate that 
Adam Eckfeldt restruck coins for in- 
clusion in the Mint Cabinet, and 
that Mint Director James Ross 
Snowden had rare pieces struck 
to trade for items missing from the 
cabinet. Snowden once asked per- 
mission from the Secretary of the 
Treasury to restrike rarities and sell 
them at a profit to collectors. Enough 
rare pieces got out of the Mint over 
a sufficient period to suspect the in- 
volvement of several insiders. 

When asked specifically about 
the 1804 dollars. Mint officials re- 
sponded with ignorance or decep- 
tion. They authenticated pieces as 
being struck in 1804 when they ei- 
ther knew or should have known 
they were not made until 30 years 
later. They said litde or nothing of- 
ficial about the 1804 dollar restrikes. 

The best current theory is that 
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George Eckfeldt struck the “plain 
edge” 1804 dollars with the possible 
approval of higher Mint officials. No 
night watchman was involved, and 
there was no Midnight Minter. •

ANA Mourns Loss 
of General Counsel 
George D. Hatie 

George D. Hatie, ANA general 
counsel for 20 years, died on June 26 
in Grosse Pointe, Michigan. Life 
Member 310, he was 87 years old. 

“George Hatie was a gentleman 
and a friend to all those who met 
him, giving so much to the ANA 
without thought to personal gain,” 
said Executive Director Robert J. 
Leuver. “He was a remarkable man 
and a brilliant attorney, whose legal 
counsel was terse, cogent and con- 
servative. George will be missed.” 
The ana’s 106th Anniversary Con- 
vention in New York was dedicated 
to his memory. 

Born in Detroit on March 11, 
1910, Hatie graduated from the 
University of Detroit Law School in 
1933, where he led his class and was 
editor-in-chief of the law review. He 
joined the law firm of Cross, Wrock 
in 1936 and was made a partner in 
1945; he remained with the presti- 
gious firm for 61 years. 

He served on the ANA Board of 
Governors (1967-71), and as vice 
president (1973-75 and 1977-79), 
and president (1979-81). He was le- 
gal counsel to the ANA from 1963 
to 1967 and 1981 until his death. At 
the ana’s 105th Anniversary Con- 
vention in 1996, Hatie was inducted 
into the Association’s Numismatic 
Hall of Fame.

His strong leadership and devo- 
tion to the hobby earned him the 
American Numismatic Association’s 
highest honor, the Farran Zerbe 
Memorial Award for Distinguished 
Service (1982), as well as its Medal 
of Merit (1992), Glenn Smedley 
Memorial Award (1993) and Life- 
time Achievement Award (1994). 

Hatie also served as president of 
the Token and Medal Society, Cen- 
tral States Numismatic Society, 
Michigan State Numismatic Society, 
Detroit Coin Club, Grosse Pointe 
Numismatic Society and Lake Erie 
Exonumist Society. Appointed to the 
United States Assay Commission in 
1975, he was on boards and commit- 
tees of the Society of Paper Money 
Collectors, Paper Money Collectors 
of Michigan and the Penn-Ohio 
Coin Club. 

Outside the hobby, Hatie served 


as president of the Michigan Hu- 
mane Society, and on the boards 
of the Kidney Foundation of Michi- 
gan and the Girl Scouts of Metro- 
politan Detroit.

nial election. The new Board was 
sworn into office by United States 
Treasurer Mary Ellen Withrow at 
the ana’s 106th Anniversary Con- 
vention in New York City. 

Anthony Swiatek, who ran unop- 
posed, was elected president, receiv- 
ing the most votes cast for any can- 
didate — 3,853. Scott Travers, who 
defeated Art Kagin, was elected vice 
president in a very tight race (2,244 
to 2,094). 

New Board members are Gover- 
nors H. Robert Campbell (2,805) 
and Thomas Hallenbeck (3,310). 
Re-elected to the Board were Helen 
L. Carmody (3,283), Kay Lenker 
(2,754), Gary E. Lewis (2,877), Will 
Rossman (2,637) and John W. Wil- 
son (2,944). Outgoing President 
Kenneth Bressett and first-term 
Governor J.T. Stanton did not seek 
re-election. Unsuccessful in their bid 
for seats on the Board were Brian E. 
Eanton (1,916) and William H. Hor- 
ton Jr. (2,347). 

The ANA distributed 27,148 bal- 
lots to eligible voting members in 
the June issue of The Numismatist 
and by first-class mail. Of the 4,518 
received by the July 10 deadline, 
4,438 were declared valid and 86 in- 
valid. Nearly 17 percent of the ANA 
membership cast ballots in this elec- 
tion; more than 15 percent voted in 
the election two years ago. 

Trio Presented with 
ANA Medal of Merit 

Each year the ANA awards its Medal 
of Merit in recognition of numerous 
years of dedicated, outstanding serv- 
ice to the Association. The 1997 
awardees, announced at the 106th 
Anniversary Convention in New 
York, are Cindy Grellman of Lake 


Mary, Florida; Stephen R. Taylor of 
Dover, Delaware; and Nancy J. Wil- 
son of Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

Cindy Grellman has served as an 
ANA exhibit judge for a number of 
years and as exhibit chairman for 
the Association’s 1992 convention in 
Orlando. She received the Glenn 
Smedley Memorial Award in 1996. 
An expert in the field of tokens and 
medals, she is a key member of the 
Civil War Token Society and the 
Token and Medal Society, as well as 
Florida United Numismatists. 

A recipient of the Glenn Smedley 
Memorial Award, Stephen Taylor 
served a total of eight years on the 
ANA Board of Governors, including 
two years as president. He has en- 
couraged collecting as a hobby for 
young people as well as senior citi- 
zens. A paper money collector and 
award-winning exhibitor who won 
ANA best-of-show honors in 1978, 
Taylor is past president of the Soci- 
ety of Paper Money Collectors, Mid- 
dle Atlantic Numismatic Association 
and Delaware’s Kent Coin Club. 

A four-term member of the ANA 
Board, Nancy Wilson was assistant 
general chairman of the ANA’s 1986 
convention in Milwaukee and is a 


Glenn Smedley Award recipient. An 
ardent supporter of exhibitors and 
exhibiting, she is a certified ANA ex- 
hibit judge. She is an active member 
of more than a dozen clubs, includ- 
ing the Central States Numismatic 
Society, Numismatists of Wisconsin 
and Milwaukee Numismatic Society.

The ANA Exemplary Service Award 
is presented for services “above and 
beyond the call” on behalf of the 
ANA.

The plan includes a $25,000 de- 
ductible or the amount paid by 
basic health insurance, whichever is 
higher. Basic health plans cover most 
if not all of the deductible; once this 
deductible is met, the catastrophe 
plan pays up to $1 million in ex- 
penses for up to three, full years. 
This coverage includes home health 
care and nursing home benefits.

BRADFORD B. BROUGHTON— 
ANA 164410 

Bradford Browne Broughton died 
on February 5, 1997.

EDWARD S. FISHER— ANA 156983 

Edward Southworth Fisher died in 
Oroville, California, on December 
30, 1996. He was 79 years of age. 

Fisher designed the reverse of the 
United States $5 gold coin issued to 
commemorate the 50th anniversary 
of World War II. His design was se- 
lected by the U.S. Mint from more 
than 400 submissions and was a 
highlight of his numismatic career. 

A graduate of the New York 
School of Fine and Applied Arts, 
he was a commercial artist who 
later became a painter, printmaker 
and watercolorist whose paintings 
were displayed in galleries along 


the East Coast. 

Dale Seppa notes that although 
Fisher designed a U.S. coin, his col- 
lecting specialties included coins of 
historical interest of any period. “He 
was most interested in crude coinage 
and unusual items, such as cut and 
counterstamped coinage of the 
Americas, with a definite bent to- 
ward the West Indies and Spanish 
Colonial areas,” says Seppa. 

Fisher’s numismatic articles were 
published in a number of journals, 
including The Numismatist (“A New 
Twist on an Old Countermark,” 
September 1993, p. 1239;. He also 
was the recipient of TennCoin News' 
best article of 1996-97 for “Coins 
Mark Naval Victory.” 

Seppa says that Fisher was most 


interested in old coins that had sto- 
ries to tell, dealing with dozens 
of dealers who handled coins in 
his area of interest. “As one of those 
dealers,” Seppa admits Fisher was 
sometimes a trial in his persist- 
ence, but always friendly, fair and 
knowledgeable.” 

FRANK C. HOLMQUIST— LM 440 

Frank C. Holmquist of Orland Park, 
Illinois, died on March 14, 1997. He 
was 79 years of age. 

He was a member of the Mer- 
chant Marine during World War II 
and was employed for 35 years by 
R.R. Donnelley and Sons Company, 
working for 1 7 of those years on the 
covers of Life and Time magazines.

lating the coin can reduce its exposure 
to hydrogen sulfide, but, unless the 
holder is airtight, the threat is not 
totally eliminated. Additional protec- 
tion can be obtained by sealing the 
encapsulated coin in a plastic bag in 
which copper keeps H 2 S from react- 
ing with the silver coin. 

Collectors are advised that this 
article deals with tarnish resulting 
from a coin’s exposure to ambient 
atmosphere outside its holder. It does 
not consider contaminants on the 
coin’s surface prior to encapsulation 
or to sulfur-containing materials 
present in the holder itself. •

COCO 
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Grading Coronet Large Cents 


T he designation “Coro- 
net type” sometimes is used 
to describe the large cents 
of 1816 to 1857 in general, but most 
often is applied to those struck be- 
tween 1816 and 1839. Coronet cents 
also are divided into subtypes, such 
as the Matron Head, coined as late 
as 1835; the Young Head of 1835-39; 
and finally, the so-called Silly Head 
and Booby Head subtypes, unique to 
1839. Curiously, Official A.N.A. 
Grading Standards for United States 
Coins places the Young Head cents 
in the grading section with the 
Braided Hair subtype of 1839-57. I 
don’t understand the reasoning be- 
hind this decision, but it coincides 
with the breakdown of subtypes in 
the “Red Book” {A Guide Book of 
United States Coins). 

The Coronet series spanned the 
era of the hand-powered screw press 
(up to 1836) and the steam-driven 
knuckle press. While the cents from 
the new presses were more fully 
struck as a rule, this does not affect 
their grading criteria to a great ex- 
tent. In fact, grading circulated large 
cents of this period is a fairly 
straightforward process. For the 
most part, the photographs and de- 
scriptions in the grading guide are 
quite clear and easy to use. Explana- 
tory notes provided at the end of 
each grading section for the cents of 
1816-35 and 1835-57 reveal some of 
the peculiarities associated with 
specific varieties that may affect 
their grading. 

In actual practice, however. I’ve 
found that nearly all varieties of 
these years are likely to have been 
struck from dies exhibiting moderate 
to heavy wear. To identify just a few 
varieties as troublesome can be a bit 


misleading to the inexperienced col- 
lector. In addition, these varieties 
are identified in the grading guide

by their Newcomb numbers, infor- 
mation not generally available to 
those collecting by type or date alone. 

I’ll try to stick to generalities that 
apply to any and all cents of the 
1816-39 period. As noted above, the 
majority of these dates and varieties 
were struck from dies revealing mod- 
erate to heavy wear. The Mint evi- 
dently used each die until it failed, 
and some of the resulting coins were 
very indistinct. 

Usually, the central elements of 
the design, such as Liberty’s portrait 
and the wreath, were only slighdy af- 
fected by die erosion; the problem 
presented by the worn dies was most 
severe on peripheral elements. The 
letters of the legends drew toward 
the edge as repeated impressions 
caused the die steel to gradually flow 
away from the centers. Unless a die 
prematurely failed from cracking, its 
normal lifespan saw the legends 
drawn outward until they touched

the borders. The denticles around 
each border also deteriorated with 
repeated use of the dies, until they 
disappeared altogether. The fields of 
the die typically developed deep 
flowlines radiating outward from 
the center. 

Ironically, mint-state coins struck 
from worn dies often exhibit the 
most satisfying luster. Fresh dies 
typically are prooflike and quite re- 
flective, becoming more satiny when 
wear begins to appear in their fields. 
As wear progresses, the resulting 
flowlines give coins a swirling pat- 
tern of light reflection. So, large 
cents that may be somewhat defi- 
cient in technical quality often are 
most appealing to the eye. 

Since eye appeal is a major com- 
ponent in a coin’s market value, 
grading services such as Numismatic 
Guaranty Corporation (NGC) may 
assign a high grade to a large cent 
that is less than fully detailed, but 
excels in aesthetic quality. In de- 
scending order, the priorities typi- 
cally set by NGC’s graders are eye 
appeal, surface quality, luster and 
sharpness of strike. The ideal in any 
coin is a combination of superior 
technical and aesthetic qualities, but, 
with the exception of proofs, the two 
often are exclusive. 

All copper and bronze coins re- 
ceive NGC’s numerical grade fol- 
lowed by a color designation. Cents 
that retain at least 90 percent of 
their red color are labeled “RD,” 
while those showing 20 percent or 
more are labeled “RB,” shorthand 
for “red and brown.” The designa- 
tion “BN,” for “brown,” is applied to 
cents whose surfaces are less than 
20-percent red or display primarily 
non-red coloration. •

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Young Collector Considers Storage Methods 


I N VARIOUS NUMISMATIC pub- 
lications, I still see the occa- 
sional letter to the editor be- 
moaning the lack of interest of 
today’s youth in our hobby. I wish 
all those folks had received this well- 
written, intelligent letter from a 13- 
year-old collector. 

Q. I have been collecting coins for 
two years and have spent quite a bit 
of time reading about the best ways 
to store them. As a result of my 
study, I have the following questions: 

1) I read in a book that skin oil, 
dandruff and other contaminants can 
damage coins and that these [conta- 
minants] should be removed before 
placing a coin in long-term storage. 
The book suggested alcohol or ace- 
tone to remove the contamination. I 
have tried it with several coins, 
which all seem fine — is this okay for 
all my coins? 

2) I put most of my coins in 
Kointains^^ and then mylar flips. 
Since mylar flips can harm unpro- 
tected coins, is it okay to put foreign 
and ancient coins in Kointains? 

3) Before I began using mylar 
flips, I bought some other flips from 
a local coin dealer. The border of 
these unidentified flips is different, 
and when bent, they don’t “crackle” 
as much as mylar flips. My dealer 
says the suspect flips are safe and 
that you can identify PVC-contain- 
ing flips from the oil bubbles that 
are visible when you hold them up 
to the light. Is this true, and are my 
flips safe? I’m enclosing a sample. 

4) What is the best way to store 
lots of magazines and books? I have 
seen sleeves made of polypropylene 
that can be used as magazine covers.

5) For large and unusual items 
like medals, tokens, wooden money

and other exonumia, what are the 
best holders? 

6) Finally, what is the best holder 
for uncut sheets of paper money? 

— B.K., Nebraska 

A. I’ll try to address your questions 
in order: 

1) It is very true there are many 
forms of surface contamination that 
can damage coins over time, and it is 
definitely a good idea to remove 
them when present. However, I per- 
sonally prefer to treat coins with al- 
cohol (isopropyl) or acetone on an 
“as needed” basis, and would not 
recommend treating every coin in 
your collection. Although it is rare 
occurrence, the appearance of a coin 
treated by one of these chemicals 
can change a little. Copper is more 
frequently affected than silver, gold 
or copper-nickel. Exercise more cau- 
tion with uncirculated coins or any 
coin with mint luster. 

2) Absolutely! Kointains and my- 
lar flips make an excellent stor- 
age and preservation combination, 
and they certainly can be used with 
world and ancient coins. Just be sure 
to choose the closest possible fit to 


minimize or eliminate coin move- 
ment within the Kointain. 

3) As you mentioned, mylar flips 
are brittle and “crackle” when bent. 
Flips containing PVC (polyvinyl 
chloride) are much softer and more 
pliable, thanks to the addition of a 
plasticizer. Unfortunately, over time 
PVC also can damage coins. You 
cannot necessarily identify PVC- 
containing flips by the presence of 
oil bubbles, as evidenced by the bub- 
ble-free flips you sent me as a sam- 
ple — both contain PVC. 

4) The polypropylene plastic 
sleeves you mention are quite safe 
for magazines and books. 

5) For unusual-sized items like 
medals, the best holders are what- 
ever you can safely use. As long as 
the holder is chemically inert, rea- 
sonably protects its contents from 
the atmosphere, and is well-suited 
for its particular application, it 
should be fine. 

Years ago, I purchased two very 
large, heavy bronze medals com- 
memorating the celebration of our 
nation’s centennial in 1876. Natu- 
rally, no standard holders exist for 
these monstrous chunks of metal. 
To protect them, I put each in two 
zipper-lock, plastic lunch bags. The 
bags are inert, they protect the 
medals’ surfaces from the atmos- 
phere, and are well-suited for their 
application — in this case, storage in 
a safe-deposit box. 

6) For uncut sheets of paper 
money, you also may have to invent 
your own storage holders. I recom- 
mend placing them in a large picture 
frame, perhaps with a sheet or two 
of polypropylene between the notes 
and the frame’s cardboard back. •

der a pinpoint light source positioned 
at a 90-degree angle to the coin. 

Whenever possible, compare ques- 
tionable coins with genuine speci- 
mens. Observant collectors will no- 
tice that the rim of a Philadelphia 
Mint dollar differs from a San Fran- 
cisco Mint dollar. Always examine 
the mintmark area for signs of tool- 
ing, polishing and “dishing.” Also, 
check the date area for signs of alter- 
ation, as some 1928 dollars actually 
are altered 1923 specimens. • 


Authenticating the 
1 928 Peace Dollar 

Because of its low mintage (360,649), 
the 1928 Peace dollar is popular 
among collectors of United States 
coinage. It also is a likely candidate 
for mintmark alteration. Production 
of the coin by the San Francisco 
Mint exceeded that of the Philadel- 
phia Mint, making it easy to create a 
P-Mint coin (which carries no mint- 
mark) simply by removing the mark 
of the branch mint. 

The ANA Authentication Bureau 
has recorded the diagnostics of three 
obverse dies used to strike 1928 Phil- 
adelphia Mint dollars. Knowledge of 
these diagnostics plays an important 
part in the coin’s authentication. 

Obverse Die #1 is identified by a 
straight line of die polish to the

resulted in far-ranging interchanges 
of goods — and ideas. 

In the 11th century, the Almo- 
ravid rulers of North Africa and 
Spain issued their first gold double 
dinars, which were struck at Span- 
ish mints. From the 12th to the 14th 
centuries, the trading states of Eu- 
rope also introduced gold coinages. 

Medieval Europe also exhibited 
a passion for gold as jewelry, 
hoarded treasure and accumulated 
wealth. While silver and copper 
were the currencies of merchants, 
gold was the currency of govern- 
ments, princes and the Church, fi- 
nancing their wars. 

For trade and exchange, the gold 
producers certainly had a system of 


weights, adapted to measure either 
worked gold or gold dust. The old- 
est known system of weights in 
Africa was developed in Egypt, hav- 
ing as a basic unit the “kite,” which 
naturally varied over thousands of 
years. This system was replaced by 
Greek weights, followed by Roman 
and then Islamic weights. The earli- 
est types were made of stone; later 
types were bronze. From about the 
15th century, each wave of Euro- 
pean traders brought their own 
weight system. 

Trade Routes 

Camel caravans have crossed 
the desert from time immemorial, 
using never-changing routes that ex- 
ist even today. They were carefully 
planned — directed mainly to suitable 
wells, oases or market towns — and 


controlled by nomads who monopo- 
lized the breeding and supplying of 
camels and thus had a hold on 
traders. The desert itself was free 
from tolls, and following the Islamic 
presence in Western Africa, caravan 
routes were busy with pilgrims on 
their way to and from the holy 
places of Islam in Arabia, bartering 
and trading en route. 

The Portuguese opened the west 
coast of Africa to direct trade with 
Europe. Having learned to manage 
the winds and currents along the 
coast, Portuguese mariners reached 
the Azores and then Cape Verde by 
1433. They had the first and best 
chance to use this knowledge to 
their national advantage. 

They knew the North Africans 
obtained gold from across the 
Sahara; it was a key motive for

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exploring the west coast. Inhabitants 
were willing to trade their gold for 
such items as woolen cloth, horses, 
copper and brass. The Portuguese 
learned to trade not only goods, but 
also shipping services, being satisfac- 
torily paid in gold for transporting 
items by sea rather than the alterna- 
tive — the tiresome desert. Early Por- 
tuguese gold coins were minted from 
gold obtained through that West 
African trade. Noteworthy of this 
trade route, and others, is that no 
one community was continuously 
self-sufficient. Every one needed 
supplements that could be success- 
fully traded. 

An Eye toward the Future 

Throughout man’s history, 
the continent of Africa has inspired 
doubt, mystery, romanticism, adven- 
ture, conjecture, speculation and 
literary works. One historic event of 
numismatic interest was recorded 
in 1324. The pilgrimage of Mansa 
Musa, the Emperor of Mali, offers 
a look at the monetary system of 
the time. Extremely devout as well 
as powerful, the emperor made 
the journey eastward in the grand- 
est style. His caravan traveled 
through the desert via towns that 
exist to this day — Walata, Taghaza 
and Tuat — and arrived to camp at 
the pyramids. 

As an introductory present to the 
ruler of Egypt, Mansa Musa sent 
ahead 50,000 gold dinars, equal to 
500 pounds of gold. He spent three 
weeks in Cairo and distributed 
largess on such a grand scale that 
the value of gold dropped, according 
to some accounts, by as much as 
one fourth. 

Allegedly exhausted, the gold of 
West Africa remained forgotten 
for centuries. In 1995-96 the mines 
suddenly attracted new interest. It 


has been said that international con- 
glomerates conducted surveys that 
conclude the gold is far from ex- 
hausted and that fresh mining opera- 
tions will start soon. 

It remains to be seen whether 
these new miners and entrepreneurs 
ever become aware of the original, 
unsophisticated miners and their an- 
cient, formidable struggles to extract 
the metal most prized for its beauty, 
value, power and indestructibility. • 
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A fourth-generation South African, Rita 
Miller resides with her husband in Cape Town.

Secrets of a 
Consummate Trader 

While visiting with a friend of mine 
in Long Beach, California, last June, 
the discussion turned to trading 
among dealers. The person with 
whom I was talking is a consummate 
trader in numismatics. He is the type 
of person who makes his living buy- 
ing at auctions and from other deal- 
ers. In the course of our conversa- 
tion, he mentioned that when he 
asked other dealers for a price on a 
coin, nothing could be better than 
when they respond by first turning 
the coin over to check their cost. 
You may find his reasoning as inter- 
esting as I did. 

“No real trader sells or buys based 
on their cost,” he said. “You sell coins 
based on what they are worth. If 
Pm willing to pay $10,000 for 
a coin, I could care less whether 
the current owner paid $1,000 or 
$20,000. Be assured that if I rip a 
coin for a fraction of its value. Pm 
not going to pass it on to another 
dealer for a 10-percent profit — and 
frankly, I would not expect them to 
do that for me. 

“However, those guys who do, well 
they are the ones I see first at every 
show. They are the dealers who price 
coins anywhere from a fraction of 
their value to quintuple their value. 
What happens is that their best ‘new 
purchases’ move out in a hurry, and 
their overpriced inventory becomes 
as marketable as Pat Boone music. 
These guys think they are the fattest 
hog at the trough because they sell 
those new purchases so fast, and they 
also think I have an intelligence quo- 


tient of room temperature because I 
never buy their old inventory. The 
egos in this business would barely fit 
into the Rose Bowl, so I never offend 
anyone by belittling their knowledge. 

I just chuckle all the way to the bank.” 

The consummate dealer contin- 
ued: “You and I may be friends, but 
we are competitors when it comes to 
coins. I don’t want those people con- 
signing to your auction. Then Pd 
have to compete against other play- 
ers to get those coins. It’s strange, 
but everyone does business with 
people they know. A lot of the so- 
called traders would rather sell to me 
than consign to you. They think I’m 
the top buyer on everything. If I 
were, Pd spend a lot more than I 
currently do at your auction. I usu- 
ally can talk those guys out of con- 
signing to you because they know 
what I will pay, and they need in- 
stant money because of their limited 
capital. Besides, I have a fiduciary in- 
terest in buying the coins as cheaply 
as possible.” 

I could certainly see my friend’s 
point. His view coincides with the 
benefits of competition in the capital- 
istic system. I compare his views to a 
statement made by Henry Reuss in 
1967, when he was chairman of the 
Joint Economic Committee of Con- 
gress: “When the United States gov- 
ernment stops wasting our resources 
by trying to maintain the price of 
gold, its price will sink to ... $6 an 
ounce rather than the current $35 an 
ounce.” Now, I don’t know if Reuss 
had a fiduciary interest in cheap gold 
or not, but my friend’s and my inter- 
ests are diametrically opposed. How- 
ever, that still didn’t stop us from 
having limch together. •
